CONSIDERABLE DOUBT ABOUT 
ADJOURNMENT. 


Notwithstanding the Unanimous Res­ 
olution 
to Quit 
May 
x8, 
It 
Begins 
to Look 
More 
Like 
June—May Break the Record of 
Half a Century. 


W ashington, May ll.—Although the 
house of representatives has passed by 
unanimous vote a concurrent resolu­ 
tion to adjourn this session of con­ 
gress on May 18, and although the gen­ 
eral hope is that an early adjournment 
will be effected, still, the date is a mat­ 
ter of doubt and uncertainty in the 
minds of many congressmen. 
Even if the session should close by 
the end of the first week in June the 
record for more than half a century 
would be broken. Not since 1830 has 
the “long session” of 
any 
congress 
closed short of 187 days, which would 
carry the present session to Saturday, 
June 6. 
All other “long sessions” have 
ex­ 
ceeded 200 days, ranging from 202 days 
in 1859-60, 204 days in 1873-74, 209 days 
in 1863-64, and 218 days in 1883-84. the 
last having closed 
July 7, 1884, and 
thence upward to the longest session 
on record—the first session of the Fif­ 
tieth congress—which continued until 
Oct. 20, 1888, having been in continu­ 
ous session 321 days. 
That was the session in which the 
democratic house of representatives 
passed the Mills tariff bill, and the re­ 
publican senate passed as a substitute 
what was known as the Aldrich-AUi- 
son-Sherman tariff, which constituted 
the framework of the McKinley tariff 
law of 1890. 
Even if the present session shall con­ 
tinue ten working days in the month of 
June, the adjournment would be made 
Thursday, June l l —a total of 191 days— 
and then all would have time to reach 
St. Louis in good season before the 
opening of the convention on Tuesday, 
June 16.

London, May 13.—The Madrid cor­ 
respondent of the Standard says: “Sen­ 
or Canovas del Castillo has publicly 
stated that America has not protested 
against Spain’s right to punish fili­ 
busters, but only against the summary 
trial. 
American citizens are entitled 
to be tried in the civil courts under the 
treaties of 1795 and 1877. The Spanish 
government is willing to consider the 
demand, and has cabled to Captain 
General Weyler to delay the execu­ 
tions pending the result of negotiations 
which are actively proceeding between 
Washington and Madrid to define the 
interpretations of the aforesaid treat­ 
ies. 
“The Epoca (the government organ) 
in guarded language recommends pru­ 
dence and deprecates demonstrations. 
It clearly intimates that the govern­ 
ment will make another effort to eon- 
cilate President Cleveland by ordering 
General Weyler to send all the papers 
herring upon the ease here for the su­ 
preme court to pronounce upon. 
Tira 
execution of the sentences would thus 
be virtually shelved. 
“The rest of the Madrid press are 
unanimous in the opinion that America 
has taken an ungenerous and unjusti­ 
fiable advantage of Spain’s difficulties.”

Washington, May ll.—The considera­ 
tion of the river and harbor appropria 
tion bill will probably be concluded. 
This will be followed by the resolution 
to seat Mr. Dupont.

Only the provision in the river and 
harbor bill for the construction of _ 
breakwater at Santa Monica, Cal., re­ 
mains to be acted upon. 
The Cuban 
situation, as presented by the imposi­ 
tion of the death sentence upon the 
members of the Competitor party, 
brings forward a decidedly interesting 
condition, which may result in an at­ 
tem pt at action on this question by the 
senate during the week. 
In fact the 
outlook in this direction is full of pos­ 
sibilities. 
Senators Berry, Vest and 
Perkins 
will oppose the San Monica amendment, 
and Senator Frye, as chairman of the 
committee on commerce, will explain 
the committee’s reason for its action. 
Senator White will reply briefly to Mr. 
Frye. After this it is expected that the 
vote on the amendment w’ill be taken, 
and that whatever the fate

amendment the bill will be promptly 
passed. 
It is not expected to remain 
long in conference, as there is a dis­ 
position manifest in both houses to get 
the bill to the president at as early a 
date as practicable. 
This is due to the fear of a veto and 
to the determination to remain in ses­ 
sion long enough to give congress time 
to act in case of such adverse indorse­ 
ment by the president. 
The agreement in regard to the Du­ 
pont case is that it shall be taken up 
for debate immediatetely after the dis­ 
posal of the river and harbor bill, and 
that a vote shall be taken not later than 
5 o’clock of the second day after the de­ 
bate begins. 
It is doubtful whether the entire time 
allowed for debate will be 
required. 
The result of the vote is still in doubt. 
It depends upon one or two populist 
senators who have not made their posi­ 
tion known so far as ascertained. 
There are several features in the dis­ 
trict bill which are expected to arouse 
debate, but if it should be passed before 
the close of the week the committee on 
appropriations will have the fortifica­ 
tion appropriation bill ready to take up 
and will press its consideration. There 
will, however, be strong pressure in 
that event to work on the calendar. 
The indications are that the house 
will be occupied with conference re­ 
ports on appropriation bills.

Cleveland, O., May ll.—The actual 
work of the Methodist Episcopal con­ 
ference will begin in earnest 
today. 
The last ten days have been devoted 
to preliminary skirmishes and to com­ 
mittee work. The delegates have been 
sparring for wind and have not been 
in the mood to transact the heavy legis­ 
lative business which confronts them. 
The last week has seen the woman 
question settled, at least so far as this 
conference is concerned. 
It was spec­ 
tacular at times and always full of in­ 
terest to outsiders as well as to dele­ 
gates. It was marked by no bitterness, 
but nevertheless it was characterized 
by intense 
earnestness. 
The 
com­ 
promise on this question was reached 
because many delegates feared the ad­ 
mission of the women meant the with­ 
drawal of the Germans.

were given to understand they might 
keep their positions if they wished, but

The conservative element in the con­ 
ference, though helplessly in the minor­ 
ity, were essentially the victors on the 
woman question.

occasion for the governor of Florida to 
order out the state militia, as he is re- 
reported to have done, in view of possi­ 
ble hostilities growing out of the death 
sentences pronounced upon the people 
who were captured the other day upon 
the schooner Competitor. Nor is there 
any occasion for excitement over possi­

The secretary of state 
and the Spanish minister are on the 
beat of terms and are conducting the 
controversy in such a manner as to ob­ 
tain a definition of the neutrality laws 
as well as to ascertain how far Ameri­ 
can citizens can go in giving aid to the 
Cuban insurgents without rendering 
themselves liable to punishment by im­ 
prisonment or the death penalty. 
It is exceedingly doubtful whether 
there is more than one citizen in the

“liberty.” He is only 22 years old, and 
while he claims to be a journalist, it 
cannot be ascertained that he has ever 
been regularly connected w[th a news­ 
paper, although he has offered his serv­ 
ices to several as a means of reaching 
his goal.

L ieut. W. C. RafTerty Invent* * M achine 
W hich May R evolu tion ize W arfare. 
New York, May ll.—Lieutenant Wil­ 
liam Rafferty of the Fifth artillery, 
U. S. A., has invented a marvelous 
range finder, which, it is claimed, com­ 
pletely removes all difficulties in ac­ 
curately directing shot at vessels stand­ 
ing a distance out at sea. The secret of 
the device is closely guarded. 
The 
fortification board made a test of the 
new finder at Fort Wadsworth a few 
days ago. Two shots were fired at a 
barrel mounted by a small flag at a 
distance of three miles. 
The first shot 
struck the water fifteen feet away from 
the traget, while the second shot hit 
the barrel and 
destroyed iL 
The 
operator of the finder is not required 
to be Hear the gun. From a promin­ 
ence he sights the vessels and by 
means of telegraphic signals directs 
the gunners. The latter do not know’ 
where the projectiles or shells are to 
fall and are guided solely by the in­ 
structions of the operator. 
Instruc­ 
tions can be sent from the one man to 
all the forts about the harbor and all 
of the guns in range can be directed to 
one point in the course of a few sec­ 
onds. 
The gunner does not at any 
time see the enemy’s ship at which he 
is firing. 
His gun is mounted on a 
carriage, which is so arranged that the 
gun below is a masonry parapet. The 
elevation of the muzzle for firing is 
directed by the range finder.

its live stock, I gave the closest atten­ 
tion to the sod grass QI the pastures; 
getting down on my kneec I examined 
the tur! to compare it with that which 
so freely covers Wisconsin pastures 
aud road sides, and was not able to 
discover any superiority for the Ken­ 
tucky product, either in 
density of 
growtn or in any other way. 
What 
we call “ June grass” In Wisconsin is 
identical, b otanically, with Kentucky 
blue grass, and since it grows just ss 
freely here, why should we not give 
it the more aristocratic name? 
Would 
not every acre of Wisconsin pasture 
lands be worth more in the minds of 
her farmers at least, and would they 
not take more pride in them if the 
carpet that covers them so green to­ 
day were called Kentucky blue grass 
instead of plain “ Juoe grasb?” 
Ken­ 
tucky blue grass grows everywhere in 
our state with a freedom and tenacity 
which is simply surprising. 
It is the 
only grass of t i s region which forms 
a Bod so dense that it can be cut and 
rolled up like a carpet. 
Even the 
severe 
draughts 
which sometimes 
afflict na oannot utterly destroy it, for 
loo ugli it rn *y be brown and look en­ 
t i r e s dead, the first good rainfall 
works a magical chung© and it greens 
almost in a n ght time, and 
forward to please the eye and nourish 
the cattle with a rapidity and vigor 
which is simply marvelous. 
Haw B lue B rass Grows. 
I wish particularly at this time to 
call the attention of cur farmers to 
the peculiar habits ot growth of Ken­ 
tucky blae grabs and draw a most 
important 
lesson therefrom. 
All 
through May and into June this grass 
grows rapidly aud usually supplies 
more feed than the farmer has cattle 
to consume, 
do 
luxuriant 
is the 
growth that often 
as the 
farmer 
walks ever his pastures during the 
last half of May he it apt to wish for 
more live stock to consume the over 
abundant forage everywhere so evi­ 
dent. 
A fe v weeks later, however, 
when he makes the same 
round, 
(for what farmer does not eujjy these 
frequent tours of int>paction over his 
domain) he notes th** th© grass has 
almost ceased growing, so 
that by I 
midsummer the excess of the earlier 
date has been cropped off and the J 
ground aho wa bare acid evei brown, j 
Our bine grabs plants 
are not dead j 
or even dying, but they have exhaust­ 
ed their energies and have entered a 
necessary period of rest, which lasts 
all tnrough the latter part of July, 
August, and even into 
.September. 
During this period comes hard times 
with the cattle, for now not only. are 
fields quite bare of provender, but 
t i e sun is almost blistering and the 
blood sacking insects m ilt annoying. 
The sheep seek the shade, holding 
their noses close to earth and fre­ 
quently stamping to drive away the 
files and fattening cattle and young 
things show no increase in weight, 
and the dairy cows scantily fed and 
much fretted shrink greatly in their 
milk flow. 
Our farmer, who only a 
few weeks before was wishing 
for 
more cattle to consume the extra 
growth of grass, now wishes he had 
larger areas of p isture and 
regret­ 
fully realizes that ne is losing money 
every day because his stock are not 
properly fed. 
Along in September 
with the cooler weather and increased 
rainfall the blue grass fields show 
their rich green again, the food be­ 
comes more abundant and normal con­ 
ditions once more prevail. 
Should Provide Forage. 
While every farmer has each year 
observed just w hat is above described, 
too few of them provide for the defic­ 
iency as they should. 
We have all 
come to think that after we have fed 
our stock for 6ix months in winter, 
they should at least shift for them* 
selves the other half of the year. 
Is 
it profitable to let farm stock go 
hungry at any time, and why should 
cattle suffer for food in summer any 
more than in winter ? 
I urge upon 
every farmer reader 
f these notes to 
at once make ample provision against 
the shortage above described by sup­ 
plying s me kind of forage easily 
raised. 
F e'1 
t-own rve is the first Dl^nt 


which provides green food for spring 
use, and is already large eiougn for 
cutting at this time. 
Next to ry< 
comes the oat plant, which if cut just 
, before heading or shortly after, give* 
valuable forage. 
By Jane red clover 
is largee nough to cut for soiling, cat­ 
tle and 
furnishes 
excellent . food. 
These plants usually come, however, 
before the blue grass pastures have 
given out aud so are not particularly 
needed by farmers who have the usual 
area of pasture land. 
A great plant 
for helping over midsummer shortig* 
is Indian corn, and I wish particularly 
to call attention at this time to it* 
great 
merits. 
Every 
farmer 
who 
wishes ie get the most from his stock 
should plant one acre of early Minne­ 
sota sweet corn or some otber early 
variety for each ten co s or their 
equal of stock on hts farm. 
This com 
will be ready for feeding early in Aug­ 
ust, 
in other Acre of Stowell’^ ever­ 
green sweet corn or some good variety 
of field corn should be planted for 
every tin bead of stock to be fed after 
that first planted has been used up. 
Plant th s corn in some field conven­ 
ient to the stable or to the pasturo 
where it may be spread out on the sod 
for feeding. 
A load should he drawn 
each day, and as much given to the 
cattle as they will consume without 
waste. 
Value o f Forage Corn. 
If some stranger should come to 
Wisconsin and offer our farmers a 
means of paying all their state taxes 
without trouble to them, he would be 
considered a great benefactor. 
Let 
them know that if they will provide 
forage corn in the way described above 
for their stock, they will save more 
than their taxes in preventing a great 
skriaking in milk flow and in failure 
to gain fl©sh, which comes to all our 
stock in midsummer. 
The aggregate 
loss of Wisconsin’s creameries 
and 
cheese factories through 
this mid­ 
summer shrinkage amounts to one or 
two million dollars each year, a large 
part of which may be saved by a lit­ 
tle foresight aud proper preparation. 
It is now time to plant corn in the 
springs I southern part of our state for the pur­ 
pose above described. 
Let us t ot ex­ 
pect the blue grass of our pastures to 
furnish a constant and proper supply 
of forage for our cattle during the 
whole summer season, but prepare to 
make 
up the shortage which will 
surely come, by having on hand a 
goodly supply of green fodder corn. 
The farmer who cannot secure the 
seed of sweet corr need no be discour­ 
aged. but will be greatly pleased with 
any variety of early growing field 
corn. 
It is not so much a matter of 
variety as that of having a liberal 
supply of some kind o f food when 
needer.— VV

steady, conservative sort. 
The cham ­ 
ber of deputies has been growing even 
more radical and socialistic, until at 
length a radical m ajority has found its 
way to the front in a radical cabinet 
under Prim e M inister Bourgeois. 
This 
cabinet has taken a kind of action re­ 
specting the investigation of the south­ 
ern railway scandals th at meets with 
the disapproval of the senate. Repeat­ 
ed votes have shown the senate’s lack 
of confidence in the m inistry. 
In ac­ 
cordance with the theory of the French 
governm ent, and in 
accordance 
with 
all 
form er 
precedents, 
the 
cabinet 
should have resigned. 
But, inasm uch 
as the cham ber of deputies has voted 
as strongly in favor of the Bourgeois 
policy as the senate has voted against 
it, Prem ier Bourgeois informs Presi­ 
dent Faure that he is satisfied with the 
approval of the deputies and proposes 
to ignore the senate. 
The situation is 
the most peculiar and in some regards 
the most dangerous one that has arisen 
in the practical working of the French 
constitution since the present republic 
was founded a quarter of a century 
ago. 
Thus everything in the n atu re cl 
a serious legislative and political strain 
th a t has occurred in the three 
great 
constitutional governm ents of England, 
F ran ce and the United States within 
the past year or two has grown chiefly 
out of the wide difference of charactet 
and sentim ent between the two halved 
of a bicam eral legislative system. 
In 
England the one real question of inter­ 
nal constitutional reform, upon which 
all other reform s m ust wait, is th at of 
a complete recasting of the house of 
lords. In France and the United States 
the principal rem edy for the present 
strains and deadlocks m ust be found in 
the better education of public opinion.
